for two years of successful com­ 
pletion of a prescribed 
curri­ 
culum, should operate under the 
standards and policies of 
the 
Ohio Board of Regents.” 
It added that “ the board rec­ 
ognizes that technical education 
beyond high school may be pro­ 
vided in a number of different 
ways . . . and “ the board does 
not desire to promote any one 
pattern of instruction or any 
one pattern of organization,. 
Technical 
education 
is now 
provided under public auspices 
in these ways: municipal uni­ 
versities, state universities, co­ 
mmunity colleges, state univer­ 
sity branches and area voca­ 
tional schools (as authorized by 
the National Defense Education 
Act of 1958 and further extend­ 
ed by the Vocational Education 
Act of 1963.)

In Cheating Scandal Bitter

“ I taught my boy since he 
was big enough to walk that he 
.shouldn't snitch on the other 
kids.-’ the parent, a Midwestern 
school teacher, added. 
“ He didn’t do anything wrong 
Another boy offered him an ex­ 
amination paper 
He turned it 
down 
This was a friend. My 
bov couldn’t turn him in — and 
now he must pay for It.” 
Reactions from other parents 
were marked with similar sad­ 
ness and bitterness 
Thirty more cadets resigned 
from the Academy Wednesday 
making a total of 65 who quit; 
rather than face a court-mar 
tial 
Thirty of the cadets in­ 
volved are reported to be mem­ 
bers 
of 
the 
varsity 
football 
team. 
Many of the resigning cadets 
were returning 
home 
today 
Most of them found loving and 
sympathetic rather than angrv 
and punitive parents, a tele­ 
phone survey by The Associated 
Press revealed. 
Vo names of the involved cad 
ets have been released officially 
and won’t be, the academv said 
Some leaked out, however, from 
other sources 
“ We sent our boy to the acad­ 
emy with honor and integrity — 
what have they done to him?” 
said a mother on the West 
Coast, choking back the tears. 
The father of a football player 
living in the Middle West was 
shaken bv news that his son was 
coming home under a cloud 
“ I ’m not mad at him — I ’m 
proud of him,” the father said, j 
“ I know he is a good boy. He 
has been under severe pressure. 
He has done nothing wrrong We 
will welcome him with open 
arms ” 
Another father in the South­ 
west said his son had told him 
he had been offered the exam 
papers but had refused 
How­ 
ever. the boy said he refused to 
tell on his classmates. 
“ I can’t justify the boy on that 
•core.” the father said. “ He 
knew when he entered the acad­ 
emy there was an honor code.” 
TTie code stipulates that a 
cadet must not lie, steal or 
cheat and must not tolerate 
anyone who does 
If he sees 
cheating and says nothing, un­ 
der the code he is as guilty as 
the offender. 
In the current scandal, it'* 
been unofficially reported that a 
third-vear cadet stole a key to a 
locker containing examination 
papers. He made copies of the 
papers and then obtained 10 fel­ 
low cadets to help peddle them 
to other students. 
While the'scandal was break­ 
ing. two varsity basketball play­ 
ers were dropped without expla­ 
nation from the squad 
They were Scott Etnyre of 
Wilmette, 111., and Jerry Yan­ 
kee of San Antonio, Tex , both 
junior guards. 
Asked the reason for the ac­ 
tion, academy information of­ 
fice and athletic association of­ 


ficials said 
“ We can neither 
refute, confirm or reveal the 
status of any cadet.”

sioner Maury C. Koblentz. whose 
division will take over the en­ 
tire parole program March 18, 
said he may recommend such 
an institution be built. 
The proposal also got the 
blessing of John W. Shoemaker, 
acting 
superintendent 
of 
the 
Bureau of Probation and Parole 
who cited the lack of psychia­ 
tric care as a major problem. 
Other moves are under way 
around the state to look into the 
problem from a legal viewpoint, 
including a review of the Asch- 
erman Act which is the only 
one of 20 state sex crime laws 
that requires professional inter­ 
pretation of what motivated a 
crime 
In Canton. Stark County Com­ 
mon Pleas Judge John Rossetti 
proposed that the General As­ 
sembly pass new laws to cut 
down on sex crimes. 
Rossetti campaigned success­ 
fully two years ago for a law 
requiring statewide registration 
of sex offenders but says "that’s 
only one phase of what needs 
to be done ” 
He favors i state hospital andj 
improved treatment for sex de­ 
viates, and would toughen pen­ 
alties for certain types of aex 


crimes. 
Shoemaker wa> asked about 
the parole of William H 
Re- 
hard the 22-year-old defendant 
in the current Cleveland cast, 
He said Rehard had served the 
minimum time to he eligible 
for parole and that other factors 
had to he considered. 
' He did not harm the 8-year- 
old in the first incident In fact, 
there was no sex angle involv­ 
ed," Shoemaker said 
He also pointed out that Re- 
hard was not sentenced under 
the Ascherman Act and there­ 
fore no psychiatric: examination 
rr treatment was required. 
Koblentz' idea for a state in­ 
stitution is for a facility for all 
mentally deficient prisoners to 
include »ex offenders 
He said such a facility would 
lighten the load at Lima State 
Hospital “ which stays jammed 
with 1,300 to 1.400 patients " 
Lima is the only state institu­ 
tion which examines and treats 
prisoners with suspected men­ 
tal problems, 
“ We have found that prisons 
are no place for these mentally 
disturbed people, and the prob­ 
lem goes a lot deeper than sex 
offenders." Koblentz added
